YORK, Feb. 29.—The action of the 


United States senate taken yesterday is 
being heard from across the Atlantic. Not 
only Spain is anxious and aroused, but 
England, now particularly sensitive to 
and critical of American foreign policy 
has taken a hand in the discussion. 


From Madrid comes the feeling of Spain 


expressed in the official organ, The 1m- 
parial. Iteferring to the action of the 
United States senate yesterday, it says the 
international situation is very grave. 


It snys further that the recognition of 


belligerence in Cuba by the United States 
involves the danger of daily conflicts and 
complications and says gravely that Spain 
must prepare for any possible event. 


This afternoon's London papers have 


taken a lively interest in the senate's 
action. The Westminster Gazette says: 
"It is difficult to think that Spain is 
knuckling down even to the United 
States, especially at a time when she had 
just defied American feelfng by appoint- 
ing a man of such reputation for severity 
as General Weyler. The probabilities of 
the case point to President Cleveland's 
adopting a middle course, issuing a 
friendly warning to Spain, which will 
serve to take the wind out of the jingoes' 
sails. At the same time it will convince 
Spain that the United States has a real in- 
terest in Cuba, and she cannot refuse the 
recognition of the rebels if amelioration 
in the island does not promptly occur. If 
President Cleveland is inclined to go 
further he might press home rule on 
Spain, offering, maybe, a guarantee of 
promises from the Cubans. 


General Pando telegraphs that he 


lieves Maceo and Gomez have passed 
within three miles of Macagua, going in 
the direction of Teja, Paula and towards 
Serrainorrena. Generals Prats and Arolas 
are pursuing Maceo and Gomez. The

A COMMON CITY PROBLEM. 


North Adams, with the demands made 
ipon it In- the many and increasing wants 
f its municipal government, and its obli- 
•ations to the public, like those of other 
ities, constantly increasing, has an iuter- 
stin the matter of raising municipal 
evenuc. The problem is one that is be- 
ore DS constantly. 
We are reassured to note in an article 
n the Forum for March that so high an 
luthority as Prof. E. W. Bemis'recognizes 
he problem of necessary increasing city 
•xpcnse as a commo'i one to all cities, 
ind if North Adams finds its public wants 
ind nat iral city growth making frequent 
lemand'. of its treasury, it is an indica- 
,ion thi\t our nc\v city is experiencing 
>nly the common lot of every progressive 
municii lUty. 


Profe-sor Bemis tabes the view that the 


municipal problems that have hitherto 
ibsorbcd most of the energies ot civic 
federal i >ns and good-government clubs 
ire tho<-c of clean streets and alleys; the 
organi?.ition of poor-relief; an honest, 
efficient police force and criminal courts: 
enforcement and improvement of excise, 
criminal and election laws; the closing of 
saloons on Sunday; and civil-service and 
public school iDform. 


The solution of these problems is im- 


portant, but only prepares the way for 
the equally important and more difficult 
questions still before us. Thrse relate to 
the raiding and expending of municipal 
rcvenui s, and to the proper attitude of 
the city toward monopolies of situation, 
such ar, light, heat and -treet transporta- 
tion. When we consider the increased 
amount of money tiiat our cities could 
wellaiVird to spend upon their street), 
school*, sanitary departments, libraries, 
parks n nd public buildings, all of which 
should educate the public taste as well as 
accommodate the public business, we 
must at once realize the need of much 
more j>vblic revenue. 


It is r.o answer to claim that there is 


enough revenue now if it were only hon- 
estly M>ent. 
Facts altogether disprove 


this. To give au instance, a committee 
of Clr'iago's best business men, after 
keepin<- a ^mall section of that city 
reason i bly clean during the past summer 
from private subscriptisns, report that to 
clean all the streets adequately, although 
done in the most economical manner, 
would ' equire over ten times the «2oO,000 
annually appropriated for this purpose. 


Yet in that city during the last eight 


years, owinj to a deplorable undervalua- 
tion.tlif per capita revenue luised by taxes 
for general expenditures has declined 30 
psrcent. 


Whether North Adams has a "deplora- 


ble undervaluation" will seem very doubt- 
ful to those who very generally found 
their t ixes increased last fall. But with a 


and now unquestionably stands among 
the first cities m New England as a com- 
munity of inimical discrimination and ac- 
complishment.

much toward t his development. We have

Report or the Afternoon Session. Election 


of Orricers. It Was Voted to Change 


the Date or the Convention 


to October. 


The convention of the Berkshire County 


Teachers' association at PHtstteld yester- 
day wns one of the best attended and most 
successful in the history of the associa- 
tion. The work of the forenoon session 
was reported in yesterday's TRANSCRIPT. 
In the afternoon Superintendent Beck- 
with of Adams introduced a discussion on 
the question, "Why is Beading in tbe 
Public Schools Monotonous." He said the 
subject assumes that the reading in the 
public school is monotonous. There are 
various reosous why it is so. The students 
are embarrassed, the subject matter is un- 
attractive, especially the prose. The se- 
lections should be made on the assump- 
tion that the child has some brains. 
Selections should be supplementary of the 
work of the students in other directions. 
Teachers should not make the reading les- 
son a test, it should be an instruction. 
Training of the voice is an important fac- 
tor. Pronunciation Is another. Inability 
to enunciate is frequently if not generally 
the cause of inability to pronounce. In- 
terruption for correction during reading 
ia detrimental. It makes the student ner- 
vous. W. W. Abott continued the discus- 
sion by saying that tbe worst reading is 
found, not in country schools, but/ in city 
schools. Faults are lack of emphasis and 
lack of feeling, the latter because the 
pupil has not the feeling to express. Su- 
perintendent Hall of North Adams said 
that silent reading is more important than 
reading aloud. Rapid, accurate and re- 
tentive silent reading is an invaluable 
acquisition. The power to grasp a page 
at a glance is the goal to by striven for. 


Principal A. W. Rogers of Stoekbridge 


then introduced the discussion on "To 
What Extent Have Recent Additions to | 
the Grammar School Course Helped the 
Pupil." He was against the advisements 
of the famous "committee of ten" in this 
particular, for he said that the object of 
our grammar school is not primarily to fit 
for the high achool and eventually for 
college. It is to fit tbe pupils for their 
life work, because statistics show that 62 
percent, of all the pupils in the public 
schools of the United States are in the ele- 
mentary grades. Only a small per cent. 
graduate from high schools and less than 
2 per cent go to college. He would drop 
out the innovations of elementary science, 
elementary civil government, Latin and 
the like from grammar schools. 
Mr. 


Fletcher of Northampton of the state 
board of education, spoke on recent 
changes in educational methods and dis- 
cussed both their legislative form and 
their actual application.

Jackson, Miss., Feb. 29.—The Clarion 


Ledger to-day publishes the following 
letter from Hon. W. C. Whitney of 
New York: "From recent issues of 
your paper sent me by some friend, I 
learn that W. S. McAllister has been 
circulating1 in your city among promi- 
nent democrats a petition requesting 
me to become a candidate for the presi- 
dential nomination of the democratic 
party. In the course of the contro- 
versy which naturally arose from such 
effort on his part, he speaks of himself 
as one of the 'prineipal managers of 
the Whitney movement in this statt 
(Miss.). If similar proceedings were 
taken, and similar words employed 
with regard to another person, I should 
assume that he was aware of what was 
being done. I therefore desire to dis- 
claim any knowledge of 
any such 


'movement,' whatever that may mean, 
and I requi-st any friend of mine not to 
join it. It is doubtless intended in a 
friendly spirit, but has not my.approval 
or concurrence. 


Cold mid Silver for World's Currency. 
"From the same source of informa- 


tion I learu that some persons have 
believed TCI", a supporter of the view 
that the U.iited States should open its 
mints to t'ae free coinage of silver at 
10 to 1 independent of the eo-operation 
and action of other nations, and in that 
belief have been lead into a false posi- 
tion as regards their own principles. Un- 
der these circumstances I ought to say 
that I do not believe in that theory 
of finance. but consider it unsound, 
and, 
if adopted, likely to lead to most 


evil consequences to our people and 
their industries and prosperity. It is, 
in my opinion, fundamentally wrong 
nndviciou* lam a believer in gold 
and silver as the metallic basis of 
values, an-l of the world's currency, 
and am confident that vrith'u a time 
not far distant there will bo a concur- 
rence of the nations upon the subject, 
by which the ratios of value of the 
two metals for coinage and currency 
purposes will be fixed, and the stability 
of such values maintained by an inter- 
national agreement. I am aware that" 
this view is looked upon as financial 
heresy by some and as visionary by 
others, bnt such persons must be them- 
selves ignorant of the latest develop- 
ments of scientific thought upon this 
subject, and the rapid advance this 
view is making where heretofore it 
has had little support. 


Sot a Candidate for the Presidency. 
"Until that occurs I believe any ac- 


tion by the United States alone would 
be disastrous to us, would bring- gen- 
eral ruin to our present prosperity, and 
would hinder the true and final solu- 
tion of the problem. These opinions I 
do not entertain or express as a candi- 
date for 1 he presidency (for which office 
I have already said 1 v..uld not be a 
candidate), but iu order that your peo- 
ple who have views differing from 
these may not be deceived as to mine.

The Expected Revival of Business 


Not Vet Realized. 


SOME BRANCHES ARE FAIRLY ACTIVE 


On the Whole, However, tlte Situation Is 


Not So Encouraging as Recent In- 


dications Promised — Few 


Business Failures. 


New York, Feb. 29.—Bradstreets' 


weekly review of the condition of busi- 
ness will to-day say: Changeable, and 
at times unseasonable, weather has 
continued to unfavorably influence the 
distribution of f neral merchandise. 
Relatively, the most active movement 
has been of shoes, groceries, dry goods, 
millinery and light hardware, but, on 
the whole, the merchandise movement 
has not materially improved. Jobbers 
at large western centres do not antici- 
pate a heavy spring trade, as the out- 
look is for retailers carrying over larger 
stock than expected. 
Unsatisfactory 


conditions prevail in the cotton goods, 
woolen, iron and steel industries. Job- 
bers in product of cotton mills report 
that trade drags, notwithstanding cut 
rates, and that the outlook is that there 
will be more idle cotton mill machin- 
ery. 
Demand for woolen goods is 


slower and stocks in hands of retailers 
are heavier than when last reported. 
Steel rails, iron pipe and nails are the 
firmest products of the steel and iron 
industries, large orders having been 
placed. Throughout the central west- 
ern states a large number of iron stacks 
are idle, which may have an effect on 
the price of superior ores. 


Boot and Shoe Trade Active. 


In addition to renewed activity in 


the glass industry, large orders, spring 
delivery ,-are being placed for boots 
and shoes at the more important deliv- 
ering centers, and manufacturers re- 
port trade active and prospects encour- 
aging. Leading money markets are 
easier at the close, but mercantile col- 
lections south, and particularly west, 
have fallen off and are unsatisfactory. 
Unsatisfactory reports from western 
merchandise markets are the rule, but 
Omaha reports improvement in busi- 
ness. Price movement of lead ing staples 
is more favorable, with advances for 
when), Indian corn and oats. Bank 
clearings throughout the United States 
for the five business, days ending Fob. 
27 aggregate §014,000,000, a favorable 
exhibit (one holiday), although 18 per 
cent, smaller than the total last week, 
inasmuch as it is 20 per cent, larger 
than'the total for t lie fourth week of 
February, 1895, and 9 per cent, larger 
than for the corresponding week of 
1894.

The Senate Resolutions Now on 


Speaker Reed's Desk. 


MAY BE CALLED UP NEXT MONDAY 


Efforts tor the Recognition of the Stray*' 


Cling Patriots Nearlng a Successful 


Finish—Provisions of the Reoom* 


mendatlons ot the Senate, 


Washington, Feb. 29.—The Cuban 


resolutions that passed the senate just 
before adjournment of that body last 
night now lie on the desk of the 
speaker of the house whence they may 
be called up at any time, probably on 
Monday next, as Mr. Hitt said this 
morning that he would ask the house 
to dispose of them on that day. The 
closing debate on these resolutions in 
the senate were listened to with great 
interest by crowded galleries, several 
foreign representatives and their wives 
occupying chairs in the diplomatic gal- 
lery. Up to the hour of * o'clock the 
debate went on—senators vieing with 
each other in praise of the Cuban pa- 
triots and in denunciation of Captain- 
General Weyler, and Senator Sherman 
characterizing him rather as a demon 
than as a general. The cruelties ol 
Pizarro and Cortez in Mexico andPe.ru, 
and of the Duke of Alba in the Neth- 
erlands were not overlooked and tliere 
ran through the debate a hardly con- 
cealed contempt for the power of Spain. 
The debate closed at 4 p. m. and then 
the voting began. 
Various amend- 


ments were voted down or laid on the 
table by large majorities, and finally 
the vote came on the resolution of the 
committee on foreign relations aa 
amended by the addition to it of Sena- 
tor Cameron's resolution for the recog- 
nition of Cuban independence. 


Terms of the Resolution. 


The terms of the concurrent resolu- 


tion are that in the opinion of congress 
a condition of public war exists be- 
tween the government of Spain and 
the government proclaimed and main- 
tained by force of arms by the people 
of Cuba; that the United States should 
maintain a strict neutrality between 
the contending powers, according to 
each of them ail the rights of belliger- 
ents in the ports and territory of the 
United States; and that the friendly 
offices of the United States should bo 
offered by the \ ,?sident to the Spanish 
government for the recognition of the 
independence of Cuba. The six sena- 
tors who voted against the resolution 
were: Caffery, dem,, La.; Chilton, dem., 
Tex.; George, dem.. Miss.; Hale, rep., 
Me.; Morrill, rep., Vt., and Wetmorc, 
rep., R. I. Among those present in the 
diplomatic gallery during the closing 
debate were two secretaries of the 
Spanish legation and many other at- 
taches.

BRITISH PRESS VIEWS. 


The Standard Belluvcs President Cleve- 


land's Position Is Embarrassing.

Cleveland decides to act upon .the reso- 
lution of congress his action will be one 
that Spain will perforce regard as hos- 
tile to her vital interests, Whatever 
the rights or wrongs of the case, no 
power would tolerate a request from 
another 
power to give independ- 


ence to a rebellious colony. 
The 


doing so would involve abdicating all 
position of sovereignty. That Spain 
will do so is inconceivable yet it is diffi- 
cult to see what effective opposition 
she could offer if tae United States arc 
determined to follow their good offices 
by action. The American government, 
however, is entering upon a thorny 
road. It must be assumed that it real- 
izes all the responsibilities it proposes 
to incur."

IACHT CLUB'S POSITION RIDICDLOUS 


Field Says th« Earl's Expulsion Is an Un* 


fortunate Ending of a Number of 


Serious Mistakes and Mis- 


understandings* 


London, Feb. 29.—In its issue to-day 


the Field, which has always supported 
Lord Dunraven, says: 
"The result of 


the meeting of the New York Yacht 
club was a foregone conclusion. 
Still, 


it cannot be denied that the club has 
placed itself in a very ridiculous situa- 
tion. It has virtually barred for the 
future .any protests Iu international 
yachting iu which the club may be a 
party. It is an unfortunate ending of 
a number of mistakes and misunder- 
standings. We are certain that such a 
resolution as the New York Yacht 
club passed Thursday night would 
never have been entertained by an 
English club. The only good feature 
about the incident is that it will not ba 
treated very seriously." 


The Effect ou Future Races. 


The Field will also publish along ar- 


ticle rehearsing the whole dispute, 
with running comments. It contends 
that the finding of the committee uf 
inquiry and the evidence tendered con- 
clusively prove that Lord Dunraven 
had ample and reasonable grounds for 
believing that the rules had been vio- 
lated. He, therefore, as the representa- 
tive of the challenging club, was 
bound 
to protest. 
The evidence 


clearly showed that the necessity for a 
committee of inquiry was entirely due 
to unfortunate blundering of the club's 
executive in dealing with an ordinary 
protest by inaction at one time and un- 
called for action at another time. The 
legitimate and not uncommon charge 
of a breach of the rules has been held 
to be a charge of fraud and cheating, 
and has been magnified into an insult 
to the American nation. The case will 
doubtless be regarded in America as a 
precedent, and the consequent position 
of any future challengers will simply 
be to ask no inconvenient questions 
and to lodge no protests, but to pro- 
vide a yacht to be beaten. 


Gentleman, But No Philosopher. 


The Daily News says: "Lord Dun- 


raven is a sportsman and a gentleman, 
but we fear that he is not a philosopher. 
He has re'f used to accept the verdict of 
the committee with the result that he 
has been expelled from the New York 
Yacht club, and this because he insists 
upon believing that the evidence of his 
senses is incontrovertible. Does he 
deny the possibility of optical illusions 
and insist upon the infallibility of the 
eye ? In the meanwhile the wretched 
dispute is as far from an amicable set- 
tlement as the Venezuelan matter. The 
present chapter ends with each side de- 
claring the other to be no gentleman. 
At this rate races are likely to breed as 
much bad blood as any dispute over a 
South American swamp." 


WILL BE NO SECESSION. 


Views of Brigadier French on the Salva- 


tion Army Trouble. 


New York, Feb. 29.—George French, 


brigadier, Salvation Army, divisional 
headquarters, St. Louis, makes tha 
following statement: "Haying con- 
ferred with Miis Eva Booth, America's 
new commissioner, and the general's 
representative, and having heard a f ul?

republic, saying: "The Transvaal gov- 
ernment shows every disposition to 
treat (American) prisoners leniently 
and has been considerate and friendly 
toward all United States official repre- 
sentatives.

CRITICIZES THE JUDGE. 


Counsel for the Convicted Horsa Officers 


Will Tight to the End. 


Philadelphia, Feb. 29.—When Capt. 


Ker, senior counsel for the three offi- 
cers of the steamship Hor&a, convicted 
yesterday of aiding in a Cuban filibus- 
tering expedition, was asked his opin- 
ion of the verdict, he said: "Well, it 
did not suit me, but I expected it from 
the manner in which the judge charged 
the jury. We are going to tight hard 
to keep the men out of jail. If a popu- 
lar vote were taken they would be 
free. If they are convicted at tha 
next trial, I'll have them admitted to 
honorary membership in the Grand 
Army of the Republic the moment 
they are sentenced. 
There is a clause 


hi one of the laws of that organization 
that permits the election to honorary 
membership of any person, no matter 
what his nationality may be, who has 
been punished in the cause of freedom. 
If these men are sentenced they will 
be entitled to membership. Their con- 
viction will not cause Americans to 
cease interesting themselves in the 
cause of Cuban freedom." 
Regarding 


the probability of a new trial, Capt. 
Ker stated: "If Judge Butler refuses 
the application for a new trial, I shall 
carry the case to the supreme court of 
the United State's and fight it to the 
end. 
The judge went against three 


other decisions in his charge, and even 
chose not to. follow the precedent set 
by Judge Wales of Wilmington, Del. 
What could you expect in Mich a case ? 
The interpretation of the court was, I 
believe, contrary to the spirit and 
meaning of the law." 


SPANISH OUTRAGES. 


Senator Morgan Receives an Account of 


the Recent Massacres at Guatao. 


Washington, Feb. 29.—Senator Mor- 


gan has received the following tele- 


gram from Tampa, Fla.: "In Guatao, 
beven miles from the suburbs of Ha- 
vana, on Saturday, February 22, at 
half past 2 o'clock, the insurgents re- 
tired from the town. At B o'clock 309 
Spanish soldiers entered, murdering 
non-combatants to the 
number of 


twenty-two, among whom were even 
Spaniards and sick men, a boy of 15 
and an old man 12. The violation of 
young girls was only prevented through 
the protest of Spanish residents. Fif- 
teen innocent non-combatants have 
been taken to Mariono for trial. This 
news has been received through letters 
from reliable parties and since con- 
firmed by living witnesses who have 
just arrived from the scene of the 
butchery.

ftuccessful Trial of the Hathawar HlgU 


Explosive at the Proving Ground. 


Sandy Hook, N. J., Feb. 29.—The 


Hathaway High Explosive company 
had the first test of their product on 
the United States proving ground at 
Sandy Hook yesterday. 
A 6-poundcr 


Driggs-Schroeder rapid-firing rifle was 
used for Uie trial, and five shells loaded 
with the high explosive were fired in 
succession with a full charge of powder. 
Four of the shells penetrated the 4-inch 
plate at which they were fired, and ex- 
ploded in the sand butt back of it. To 
show tha safety with which this explo- 
sive can be fired with a powder charga 
from a high power gun, the last shell 
was without a detonator and, penetra- 
ting the plate, did not explode. Tho 
Hathaway high explosive is claimed to 
be 5 per cent, more powerful than No. 
1 dynamite. 
Lieut.-Col. Ruggles con- 


ducted the test before the board oi 
ordnance. The test was very success- 
ful and satisfactory to all present. 


CHOLERA GERMS. 


They May Be Transmitted Through Malle 


Under Certain Restrictions. 


Washington, Feb. 29.—The order ot 


the postmaster general issued June, 
1893, forbidding the use of the mails 
for the transmission of specimen germs 
of cholera or other diseased tissues, 
has just bpon modified by Postmaster- 
General Wilson so as to allow admis- 
sion of such germs for transmission to 
United States or municipal laborator- 
ies. This will be allowed, however, 
only when the germs are enclosed io 
mailing packages constructed in ac- 
cordance with strict specifications now 
promulgated. These packages will not 
be allowed to be delivered to any rep- 
resentative of a laboratory until a per- 
mit is first issued by the postmaster- 
general certifying the right of the in- 
stitution to receive them.
